Tbe Ommittee was appointed by Lieutenant- 
Governor Thome, and consists of J. W. Cam- 
of Owenton. Chairman; W. H. Cox of 
!e: George W. Hickman of Calboon; 
^•elps of Loatsville, and W. W. Booles 
yUle, The Committee will not recom- 
y ^at an entire new law in the matter of 
remM and taxation be enacted, bnt will recom- 
satai that the present law be so amended as to 
■ere equitably to the present con- 



The Committee will recommend that an in- 
heritance tax cluse be incorporated in the 
t law. that is that all entailed estates 
removed than that of grandchildren, be 
subject to a specific tax. this is to take the 
plane of an income tax. The inheritance tax 
lav fe now in force in a number of slatea. while 
tax has been declared unconstitn- 
The menbers of the Committee think 
that an inheritance tax law will be productive 
or the desired result.

(Meets in the system of assessment. Another 
thing tbe Committee will recommend is a more 
method of collecting taxes. Tbe 
system under which the State Auditor's 
operate in the collection of back taxes 
be materially changed if the recommen- 



dations of the^Spscial Committee are carried 
out. The intention is to make tbe agents re- 
sponsible to the Auditor or the officer under 
whom they work. Under the present law the 
Auditor's Agents do as tbey pleaae and are 
apparently responsible to no one but them- 
selves. The object is to put a stop to several 
different agents bringing suits against the same 
persons or corporationa for back taxes. 

Another change that will be recommended is 
that of giving cities or communities the privi- 
lege of adopting the license system of taxation 
instead of the ad valorem system The main 
text of tbe proposed amendment to the present 
revenue law has been drafted by the .Special 
Committee, but the Committee will meet in 
Frankfort January 1st and put the finishing 
touches on the measure. 

EXCKI.LENT WORK I«)NE. 

The Committee has done excellent work in 
the last two years in the matter of trying to 
get the sense of the people of Kentucky as to 
what they want in the way of a taxation law. 
Sittings of tbe Committee were held at Owenx- 
boro. Louisville, Owenton, Ashland. Winchester 
and Lexington. At these sittings persons rep- 
resenting all phases of business conducted in 
tbe statn were given opportunity to be beard 
on the matter of equitable taxation and a plan 
that would be more conducive to the upbuilding 
of the state and the development of its re- 



now the members are ready to give an account 
of their work to the incoming General As- 
sembly. It is understood thst the measure as 
recommended by the Committee will be intro- 
duced in tbe lower house by Judge James S. 
Morris of Oldham county. 

Charles hi. Lewis of Shelbyville was ap- 
pointed Secretary of tbe Committee and he baa 
prepared the minutes of sll the sittings of the 
Committee for tbe benefit of tbe incoming 
legislature.
